_ NEW ASSESSMENT FOR THE TOWN 


Acfew weeks ago there appeared in the Town Council 
minutes the item of haying a néw assessment for the 
Town of Wainwright with the idea in mind that the new 
rate be on the basis of 100%, in our, opinion this is a very 
definite move im the right d.r¢ ct.on. 

No doubt the fact that the cost of installing water and 
séwerage is cotisiderably higher today than previously, 
prompted the councillors to move to this action; As “it 
stands. the. water.and sewerage could never become a 
reality until a new assessment had taken place, due ,to 
the limits placed upon @ municipalities borrowing. pow- 
ers Which ‘is governed by the amount of assessment which 

the ‘niuni¢ipal body has within its boundaries. 

Provincial regulations call for not more than a 20% 
maximum. of the- total assessment to be borrowed, and 
since this 20% falls:way short of the monies necessary 


to ‘install water ‘and sewerage within the town it is very 


good business to raise the present assessment rate on, 
property improveinent from its 60% to the full 100% as 
most communities have done in the past. 

The question which most readily comes to the mind of 
a loeal tax payer is, what will happen to the mill rate. 
The answer is that it will gg down, and go down consjd- 
erably,Instead of a 58-60 mill rate in all probability the 
mill rate after a new assessment will be in the neighbor- 
hood of 38 to 40 mills. . 

Tt requires so much money to operate the town and the 
other various bodies. which the town offiee does the e¢ol- 
lecting for, This depends largely on the services which 
are called for and*’which are given.’ How this money is 
raised is by setting a mill rate based on the assessment, 
which will bring into the town coffers, a specified amount 
of money if full collections are made, Rate of assessment 
has little or no bearing on the total amount of taxes paid. 

Why such a figure as 60% was ever instituted in ~ the 
first place is beyond all streteh of the imagination. Why 
60% ? Why not 50% or any other fignre? Tliere is no senbe 
or reason that our present assessment rate be on a 60% 
basis, When a person goes to thé store they are-not asked, 
nor de they Sxpect to pay 60%, oF a.fraction of.the gost 
of an article. No, they pay the full 100%. The same should 
apply to the assessment of property within the town ljm- 
its. With a new assessment to take place early next year 
it will then be possible to put the financing of the water 
and sewerage system nearer an installation action. As it 
now stands the water and sewerage cannot hope, to be- 
come a reality in our town.and homes. We just have not 
enough ‘assessment t0 comply with, the laws of the prov- 
ince. Next spring this should be changed and if the prop- 
er actions are taken it will be possible to have water and 
sewerage in Wainwright by the spring of 1949.
